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Burning certain buildings in night time; prison mini- 
mum one year. SECTION 4401. Any person who hall vil-

fully and maliciously burn, in the night-time, any meeting-
house, church, court-house, town-house, house, college, acad-
emy, jail or other building erected for public uses, 
or any ship, steamboat or other vessel, or any banking 
house, warehouse, store. manufactory or mill of another, or 
of which he is the lessee or tenant, or any barn, stable, Atop or 
office of another, or of which he is lessee or tenant, within the 
eurtilage of any dwelling house or other building, by the burn-
ing whereof any building mentioned in this section shall be 
burnt in the night-time. shall be punished by imprisonment in 
the state prison not wore than fifteen years nor less than 
• * * one year; but if such offense was committed in the 
day-time the person guilty thereof shall be punished by impris-
onment in the state prison not more than eight years nor less 
than • * • one year.
